titude on the prohibition question, made 
in the court house here, today, in the 
presence of an audience of more than 
four hundred Colquitt county voters. 
Thig announcement came in answer to 
& question from M. Dp. Pope, a Baptist 
minister. I¢ was toward the close of 
Mr. Howell's address, his audience hav- 
ing given him close attention, with fre- 
quent outoursts of applause, that the 
Rev, Mr. Pope quietiy and respectfully 
made this inquiry: 

“I would like to know your views on 
the liquor question.” 

“TIT am glad to haye you aak any ques- 
tions,’’ Mr. Howell said. “I invite them, 
and will answer them to the best of 
my ability. Will you kindly repeat your 
question ”’ 

Rev. Mr. Pope repeated that he would 
like to know Mr. Horwell’s views on the 
liquor question and prohibition. 

Mr. Howell on Léquor Question. 

“IT am in favor of the present loca) 
option system in force in this state,’’ 
Mr. Howell promptly replied. ‘I believe 
any county should have the right to 
vote as to whether it wants liquor or 
not. But while I favor our present lo- 
cal option system, I believe the state 
ehould throw the strong arm of its pro- 
tection around those counties thet do not 
want liqnor, and.see to it -that it is 
not forced upon them by biind tigers, 
express shipments, or otherwise.” 

A storm of applause and cheers greeted 
this statement, and the Rey. Mr. Pope 
himself led in this outburst of approval. 

‘While this sentiment may not be 
popular everywhere, not only do T believe 
fn it, but, if elected governor, I would 
urge the passage of a law which would 
effectually keep liquor out of those coun- 
ties which have said at the polls that 
they do not want it.”’ 

Similar applause and -cheers, with. wav- 
ing of hats, greeted this stagement. It 
seemed a question and an announcement 
which interested the people of Colquitt 
county more than any other. This was 
the only question asked during Mr. 
Howell's speech and his prompt and 
satisfactory answer was given enthusias- 
tic and cordial approval. Many of the 
audience were standing just back of the 
court frailine. fullvw one h 
standing during the entire speech of an 
hour and twenty minutes. 

The city court, which-is in session, ad- 
journed for the speaking, and in the 
audience ‘were voters from all partg of 
the country. 

Judge Humphreys Introduces Mr. 
Howell. 

Mr. Howell was introduced te his au- 

dience by Judge W.S. Humphreya, of the 
city court of Moultrie, a former well 
known citizen of Brooks county, which he 
represented in the legislature, serving 
there with Mr. Howell sixteen years 
ago.

Savannah, Ga., February !2.—On the 
resumption of the Green and Gaynor 
trial today Major Gillette again oocupted 
the stand as a government witness. Ha 
testified that Greene and Gaynor had not 
trimmed the brush used in making the 
facings they employed in the harbor -con- 
tracts they procured under Captain Car- 
ter. The specifications called for sepa- 
rate tithes or rods to make up the ‘ac- 
ings, but these were not complied with. 

Major Gillette said that up to Sep- 
tember 16, 1902, when the Edward 45. 
Gaynor contract at Cumberland Sond 
was let the submission of three designs 
of mattresses by the bidders at the same 
prices without selecting the kind, left 
to the engineer discretions unheard of. 
The change from contractors’ option ‘o 
engineers’ option was a radical one rTe- 
sulting in a great disadvantage to those 
contractors who did not know what ée- 
sign the engineer would choose, and 4 
corresponding advantage to those con- 
tractors who did know, the device prac- 
tically cutting off competition. 


The Price Jumped. 

“Following these charges in the specifi- 
cations,’’ said Major Gillette, after °x- 
plaining several contracts, “the price 
jumped from $1.40 per square yard ‘to 
$3.80 per square vard. The price of .he| 
log mattresses more than doubled at 
Cumberland Sound, and each cubic yard 
of facing cost the government $4.40, 
whereas the same character of work was 
let at $1.10 under Major Gillmore.” Af- 
ter comparing all the contracts, Major 
Gillette said that as required log mat- 
tresses would always cost twice as much 
as a square-yatd of brush mattresses.

For the space of several years the 
building occupied by the local post 
office, the federal courts and vari 
ous federal departments for the north 
ern district of Georgia has been en- 


of the situation. This fact is and has 
been for a long time patent not alone 
to the occupants, but to residents of 


who have witnessed the .manner 
which the business of these many de- 
partments is constantly congested 
and who have expressed surprise that 
a city of this size and importance 
should not have been long since pro- 
vided with a structure more adapted 
to its pressing requirements. 

It cannot be charged that the de- 
partmental officials at Washington 
have been indifferent or laggard in 
the matter. In both the post office 
and treasury departments the situa- 
tion here has been the subject of fre- 
quent investigations and subsequent 
recommendations to congress. A step 
in the right direction was taken some 
time ago in the purchasing of a splen 
did site, in every way suited to the 
differing interests involved. It is higa 
time that the further appropriation 
necessary for the building itself be 
provided without superfluous delay, 
as each month that passes under 
the existing order adds to the em 
barrassment of the postal and other 
federal officials who are cramped in 
quarters woefully insufficient to the 
rapidly expanding business of this 
territory. 

It is, therefore, with gratification 
that we observe the activity of J. 
Knox Taylor, supervising architect of 
the treasury department, in the mat- 
ter of urging Atlanta’s claims before 
the committee of the house and sen- 
ate. Architect Taylor, who exercises 
supervision over all the constructural 
work of the treasury department, will 
recommend that the sum of $1,200,000 
be set aside for the erection of 
building which shall amply accommo:

DANIELS DEATH 


Macon License Inspector 
Takes His Qwn: Life 


“Are All) the Men Gone Out?” He 
Asked Station Sergeant Nutting, 
a Few Moments 
Found 
Weltering in Blood. 


Constitution Bureau 467 Second gtreet, 
Macon, Ga, February 2.—(Special.)—Li- 
cense Inspector W. G. Daniel, for several 
years a patrolman in this city, ang a 
man of prominent family connection, com- 
mitted suicide in the patrol assembly room 
at the city hall this morning shortly after 
the 6 o’clogk relief went off duty, by 


shooting himself through the head with a 
36-calbre revolver. No one witnesseg the 
deed, but his friends state that it must 
have been the result of temporary abera- 
tion. He feared a second stroke of paral- 
ysis, and for several weeks this has preyed 
upon his mind to guch an extent that his 
despondency was noted by his fellow 
officera. 

Last November he suffered a slight 
stroke of paralysis, and was confineg to 
his residence for several weeks. Since re- 
turning to his duties his conversation was 
largely inquiries about the nature and 
general characteristics of this malady. 
Until recently he did not seem to fully 
realize that he was a victim, but it is now 
believed that he had become aware of 
the affection and was for more than a 
week before his act this morning living 
in constant terror of the second attack. 

Are all the men gone out?’’ he in- 
quired of Station Sergeant Nutting. He 
Sat for a few’ moments in the presence 
of the officers about the sergeant’s desk 
in his usual mood, although somewhat 
gloomy. On being assured that the relief 
had gone cif duty, he proceeded to the 
lieutenant’s office, where he sat till Ben 
May, the colored porter, dusted the 
patrol room. He requested Ben to keep 
the lights burning in this room The pore 
ter asked if Mr. Daniel wanted anything, 
left the builcing and went out into the 
street. 

In a moment the loud report of a fre- 
volver called his friends to the place 
where he had seated himself. There he 
lay weltering in his own biood. A shot 
had penetrated his brain and hjs position 
indicate dithat he had premeditated the 
act and deliberately aimed the missile, It 
went into his right temple. 

He lived five hours afier Deing re- 
moved to the city hospital. He was hur- 
ried in an ambulance to the institution 
and every effort to eave him was made 
by Dr. E. B. Elder and his assistants. 
The affair cast a gloom of sorrow about 
the city hall and the members of the fire 
amd police departments, who were his 
lasting friends, are deeply grieved at his 
death. They will pay respects at 
funeral tomorrow. ' 

When Mr. Danie! left his home this 
morning, he seemed :in his usual spirits, 
and nothing there indicated his intention, 
but at the city hall his conduct led 
those who first found him to understand 
his purposes. No one suspected, how- 
ever, tha¢ he had planned to end his 
life. 

He came of 
prominent famities. He 
life at the old home in Greene county, 
and came’ here about ten years ego. He 
Was over sixty years of age, and leaves 
a wife and two choldren, Fred Daniel 
and Mrs. Charles A. Glawson. He was 
also rebated to Charles Daniel, of At- 
lanta, and other Georgganms of the name. 
He was a member of Mr, R.. Rogers 
lodge, Knights of Pythias, and held the 
office of outer guard for several terms 
up to his death. He was, for a long 
time, one of the. city’s most faithful 
employees. He was also a confederate 
weteran.

Winner at Ormond Captures big 
Event in Cuba 
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Lancia Made Sensational Speed, 
But He Quit the Race in 
Order To Aid a Racer 
Who Was In- 
jured. 


Havana, February 12.—Victor Demo- 
geot, the winner. at Ormond, Fla., coc? 
the title of the world’s speed king. earn- 
ed another triumph today by winning 
the Cuban cup tn the second internation- 
al road race. The victory was gained in 
the same machine which, driven by Hem- 
ery, won the two great road events of 
last year, namely, the Ardennes circult 
in France and the Vanderbilt cup race 


on Long Island. It was the lightest ma- 
chine in today’s race, being Only 80-hors2 
power, the others being respectively 90 
and 100. 

Ajthough all three of Demogeot’s com- 
petitors dn today’s main race were either 
stopped by accident or failed to finish 
within the time limit, Demogeot's great 
speed was maintained throughout, re- 
sulting in maintaining the reputation of 
the Cuban road as being among the 
world’s fastest. Despite the drawhacks 
of three controls, sharp corners in the 
town of Marianao, and close crowding 
by the excited populace at the curving 
points, he made the first half at an av- 
erage Of 61 4-5 miles an hour.

membership of that camp. The com- 
munication was addressed to the secte- 
tary because in it President foosevelt 
was referred to as the one affected by 
the contents thereof. 

But the acceptance of that communi- 
cation 'was acknowledged by President 
Roosevelt himself and though that ac- 
knowledgment is brief, it iso the point. 

Dodson’s Denial. 

In the communication sent to Secre- 
tary Loeb, Mr. Dodson based the neces- 
sity of the document upon the recent 
publications concerning that meeting at 
which the president's name was pro- 
posed for membership. Then he recounted 
exactly what took place during that 
Session of the Camp, assuring the secre- 
tary that there had been no voté taken, 
neither had there been a discussion upon 
the nomination ‘because the constitution 
and by-laws prohibit any honorary mem- 
ber other than the late General] 
Wheeler’s daughters. Along with the 
communication Mr. Dotison sent a copy of 
the constitution with the pertinent para- 
graph marked and in closing asked that 
the communication be laid before the 
president at the earliest opportunity. Mr. 
Dodson also informed Secretary Loeb 
that the letter came from the historian 
of the camp in advance of action by the 
camp because Colone] Prather, com- 
mander of Camp Wheeler, was anxious 
that the president should not remain un.
